IDF soldier

The wounded soldier was later 
transferred by helicopter to Ram- 
bam Hospital in Haifa. 

Army sources said the two gun- 
men had been on a mission to plant 
wines and roadside bombs in the 
area. Remote control devices, ex- 
plosives, arms and ammunition 
were found alongside the bodies. 


Later, on Thursday night, an IDF 
patrol came undér fire from gunmen 
in the northern part of the central 
sector of the zone, north of A’isha 
village. The soldiers returned fire 
and the attackers apparently fled 
under cover of darkness. One IDF 
soldier was slightly wounded in the 
fighting. 


Military observers said it was too 
early to determine whether the 
clashes indicated renewed activity 
on the part of Hizbullah, which has 
not undertaken many operations 
lately, after taking a battering at the 
hands of the IDF and the South 
Lebanese -Army.

Prime Minister Shamir 
banged his gavel on the cabinet ta- 
ble, but without noticeable 
enthusiasm. ~

He had served 
seven-and-a-half years when the Su- 
Preme Court in May this year 
cleared him of the charges on‘ the 
basis that his Shin Bet investigators 
had used “illegal interrogation 
methods and lied at his trial. 

The court upheld a lesser charge 
of not informing his superiors of two

MANILA (Reuter). -- Fighting be- 
tween government troops and Yom- 
munist insurgents broke out near 
the Philippine capital yesterday. 
leaving an undetermined number of 
casualties on both sides. the military 
Teported. 

Witnesses said they saw military 
jeeps carrying away wounded of 
dead soldiers from the scene of the 
fighting which the army said started 
this afternoon in Bulacan Province. 
about 50 km north of Manila. 

A military spokesman said the 
army believed many rebels were 
also killed by helicopter-backed 
troaps who searched the area after 
being informed that an undeter- 
mined number of guerrillas were 
holding a meeting. 

The Bulacan fighting coincided 
with an army offensive in the Bicol 
Region to the south of Manila where 
abaut ‘50d rebels blew up five 
bridges early this month. 

In Manila, 2 leftist leader said 
Corazon Aquino’s only chance of 
surviving as president lay in a power 
sharing agreement with the coun- 
try’s right-wing forces. 

But he did not predict whether 
Aquino’s partners would be rightist 
politicians or the staunchly anti- 
Communist army. 


Edicio de 1a Torre, a Roman 
Catholic priest and head of a left- 
wing research unit called the Insti- 
tute of Popular Democracy, ruled 
out any leftist grab for power in the 
immediate future.

He said the alternative to power 
sharing would be a permanently un- 
stable government. 

Aquino, considered a centrist, 
has been under tremendous public 
pressure to restore political stability 
in a country racked by at least five 
coup attempts in the past year.

The military said the rebels. in 
blowing up vital road and rail links 
in Bicol, apparently wanted to iso- 
Jate the region and divert troops 
from other areas, clearing the way 
for attacks on weakened army posi- 
tions. 

Manila newspapers said rebels 
blew up two power transformers in 
Afdan Province. central Philippines. 
two days ago, plunging several vil- 
lages into darkness. 

The reports said government 
forces pursuing a guerrilla band 
when the transformers were blasted 
lost the rebels in the dark.

ternational Monetary Fund said yes- 
terday. 

“There continues to be uncertain- 
ty about the timing and extent of 
future fiscal corrections because 
compromises between the U.S. ad- 
ministration and Congress on wavs 
to cut deficits have proved to be 
extremely difficult to achieve.” the 
IMF staff said in its annual econom- 
ic outlook issued for meetings this 
week of the 151-nation IMF and the" 
World Bank. 

The report was referring to the 
conflicting fiscal positions staked 
out by President Ronald Reagan 
and his Democratic opposition in 
Congress. Reagan has opposed tax 
increases while trying to stave off 
military spending cuts demanded by 
Democrats. 

Other countries worry about the 


U.S. budget deficit because the 
Treasury bas to issue huge amounts 
of bonds to cover it. The money to 
buy those bonds comes to a large 
extent from Japan and other foreign 
sources, using up savings that their 
governments would prefer to use at 
home, or to invest in developing 
countries. : 

The demand for U.S. bonds also 
drives up interest rates in the United 
States. which makes investment in 
this country even more attractive. 
Other countries raise their. own in- 
terest rates to prevent too much of 
the savings from coming here. That 
slows growth worldwide because in- 
vestors are frightened away from 
New projects by the higher cost of 
financing them. 

Many experts find the fund’s pre- 
dictions discouraging because they 
see an overall rate in the 
United States and other industrial 
countries at less than the 3 per cent a 
year they believe developing coun- 
tries need to create a demand for 
their goods and help them out of 


their debt problems. 

Compared with a 1986 U.S. bud- 
get deficit of $220.7 billion, the IMF 
staff published a table showing esti- 
mated deficits of $163b. for fiscal 
1987, which ends this week, $173b. 
for 1988 and $179b. for 1990. Also 
shown were White House projec- 

‘tions of $158b., $123b. and $90b., 
for the same respective periods. ἡ 

The IMF said its higher estimates 
were based on no further changes in 
the U.S. tax system or spending pro- 
grammes. 

The report noted “signs of weak- 
ness in private consumption in the 
United States” after four -years of 
providing the engine for economic 
recovery. It predicted growth in 
U.S. domestic demand would slow 
to an annual rate of 1.75 to 2 per 
cent in 1987-88, compared with 3.5 
to 4 per cent for 1985-86. 

“Meanwhile, concern about a 
pickup in inflation was also clouding 
the outlook in the United States,” 
the IMF said. But it added that 
“some of the basic conditions for

Cairo’s

Mubarak and Chirac then rode 
from the Sadat station, named after 
the late president Anwar Sadat, to 
the northern terminal, the Mubarak 
stop at Ramses square. 


At the terminal, Mubarak gave a 
small speech. referring to the sub- 
way as a “dream™ which had been 
fulfilled. He extended thanks to 
Chirac and France for helping to 
make the dream come true.

Israeli Stocks Traded in New York 
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Murder most foul ἢ 


THE CAUSE of peaceful Jewish-Arab coexistence in the 
State of Israel - let alone in Eretz Yisraet - has taken another 
knock with the foul murder of an IDF reservist by a Palestinian 
from the Jenin area. 

It was not a terrorist act directed by some PLO faction from 
avross the border. Hilal Haj [brihim. who had already done 
time in prison for a security offence, was responding to some 
inner voices when he went out to kill Jews and, finding 
Alexander Arad, the kibbutznik, at the Megiddo junction 
knifed him to death. But that is hardly a consolation. Ibrihim 
apparently had accomplices, and the toll of dead might have 
been larger had Arad not neglected to take his Uzi magazine 
along with the submachine-gun itself. which the assailant 
grabbed before running away. 

What does offer some consolation is the fact that one of the 
three Border Policemen who seized the Palestinian youth was 
himself a Beduin and another was a Circassian. Thus the image 
conjured up by Ariel Sharon, of an Israel in which defenceless 
Jews are being slaughtered with impunity ty murderous Arabs 
while pussvfooting officials are looking on unconcerned, is a 
shameless. war-mongering caricature. 

But the claim put forward by Haim Bar-Ley, the Police 
Minister. that "we've got one of the safest countries in the 
world here." does not reflect Israel's entire réality either. And 
the Declaration of Independence invoked by Ezer Weizmah, 
once Mr. Sharon's party colleague and now Mr. Bar-Lev's, in 
his plea for Jews and Arabs living together, does not apply to 
territories that lie outside Israel's sovereign domain. 

Arab terrorism. whether, organized or sporadic, will pre- 
sumably die down. if not out. once peace is established.-The 
still unsolved question is how it is to be tackled during the 
present agonizing transition from war to peace. Yesterday's 
cabinet row over the Arad murder - marked. according to the 
Teports, by all the courtesies of the fish market - was one 
indication how hard it is to obtain a national consensus even on 
this issue. : 

The two major parties agree that such by now traditional 
methods of punishment as the demolition or boarding up of 
terrorists’ homes are right and proper. The home of Hilal Haj 
Ibrihim was torn down almost as soon as he himself confessed 
to the crime. In resorting to that standard operating procedure 
the army was not deterred by the obvious fact that an out-of- 
court confession is not a judicial finding, nor by the apparent 
fact that the ruined house, while the property of the murder- 
er’s family, did not-actually belong to him. ᾿ 

Deterrence is the purpose of the demolition of houses, but 
of what use is it when it cannot be‘shown to have any real effect? 
The Likud’s frequent answer is that such collective punish-, 
ment is fine in principle but does not go far enough, which is 
why it fails. To succeed. it should include the mass deportation 
of all persons in any way linked to a terrorist attacker. The 
Labour Alignment’s answer is to hem and haw. 

To date no Arab terrorist. no matter how horrid his crime, 
has been given the death sentence in Israel. This is a matter not 
of law but of a policy that has hardened into well-nigh inviola- 
ble tradition. There are several persuasive reasons for sticking 
with the traditional policy, not least among them the possible 
impact of its reversal on the fate of Israeli prisoners in enemy 
hands. If Ibrihim is judged to be sound of mind,the chances 
therefore are that his sentence will not go beyond incarcera- 
tion for life. which could mean his release as part of a prisoner 
swap in the not too distant future. . 

The time may, however, have come for a reconsideration of 
policy. not on purty grounds - criticism of leniency for terrorist 
murderers has been aired more on the right than on the left - 
but on the ground of harm to peace itself. The hope of peace 
cannot coexist with the likes of - if he is pronounced guilty -

THE MORNING AFTER 


The brutal attack on Saturday evening on sports journalist 
Zadok Yehezkeli after a Betar Jerusalem soccer match at the 
Bloomfieid stadium has raised the spectre of football hooligan- 
ism that may stalk the land in the months to come. 

Is Israel, the alarmists ask. going the ugly way of Britain, 
Holland. West Germany -- countries in which, over the past 
decade. people have been forced to face up to*the menace of 
wild young men yoing on ἃ rampage. destroying property. 
attacking innocents after soccer matches and exploiting what 
had once been a favourite family sport as their battlegrounds 
for gang war? The attack in the dark streets of Yafo was 
serious cnough in itself. It raises questions of prevalent atti- 
tudes towards random violence and more particularly to the 
all-too-widely felt antagonism towurds the press. There is a 
spirit of “If we don’t like the message, we will take it out on the 
Messengers.” : J 

Even if it is proved that it was a “loyal” Betar fan who 
assaulted Yehezkeli -- and that is by no means certain — there 
is no clear link between the attack and the fact that the 
journalist may have written something that did not appeal to 
Betar supporters. To go trom it to level charges of overall 
unsavoury behaviour by saccer fans is to make all too facile a 
shift. 

There ure many things wrong with Israeli soccer, and, 
specifically. with the relationship between crowd. clubs and 
performers. The fans are generally poorly treated -- inade- 
quate ticket buoths. the sorry apology for entrance gates and a 
disgraceful lack of facilities inside grounds. Normally. howev- 
er, despite the discomfort. the fans are extremely well 
behaved. 

They can be uncouth, labelling the referee and errant play- 
ers with the kind of epithets that make a sailor cringe. but most 
of the dismay is directed at faulty performances ~ rather like an” 
audience pelting an off-key soprano with rotten tomatoes. 

Rarely is there disorder in the crowd among rival fans. By 
and large, provided they can syueeze through the cattle-pen 
gates. children can be allowed safely to go to matches on their 
own. Women supporters are treated with courtesy. In the 
uncommon event of a fight breaking out among rival fans, 
other fans can be counted on to prize the warriors apart with a 
minimum of fuss. 

Obviously the absence of drink inside grounds helps. Fortu- 
nately, fans do not look on soccer as a catalyst for petty 
violence, a way for unemployed to relieve themselves of pent- 
up frustrations. 

There are many importunt issues at stake arising out of the 
weekend attack on a journalist. But hysterical and false calum- 
nies against our football crowds in general and against the 
admittedly volatile Betar fans in particular serve little purpose.

~ The birth of the Balfour Declaration 


Zionism with a dose 
of anti-Semitism 


THE BALFOUR Declaration an- 
nouncing Britain’s support for a 
Jewish National Home will be 70 
years old this coming November 2. It 
is one of the great documents of 
history. To a Jew it must recall the 
proclamation, 2,500 years earlier, of 
King Cyrus of Persia permitting the 
Babylonian exiles to return to Jeru- 
salem and rebuild their Temple. 

So too it was regarded by the Jews 
of Britain. A bright light was seen to 
have been lit. “For the first time 
since the days of Cyrus a great gov- 
ernment has hailed the Jews as one 
among the family of nations,” The 
Jewish Chronicle exclaimed. The 

declaration was felt to be “much 
more than a Jewish triumph. It is a 
triumph for civilization and for 
humanity.” ᾿ 
The general British press also 
hailed the ‘“epoch-making” declara- 
tion, which was at once seen as a 
“signpost of destiny,” likely to 
“prove to be an event of first impor- 
tance in the history of the world.” 
With a touch of foresight, the Daily 
News said: *’The promise of the res- 
toration of Palestine will count for 
more ip the judgment of the world 
than al] the desolation wrought by 
the German legions among the na- 
tions they have trodden underfoot." 
To The Observer it seemed “no 
idle dream that by the close of an- 
other generation the new Zion may 
become a State, including, no 
doubt, only a-minority of the entire 
Jewish race, yet numbering from ἃ 
million to two million souls forming 
a true national people.” 
These views were widely shared 
among Jews in al Allied and neutral 
countries -- and.even in hostile Ger- 
many, though there opinions were 
divided. Some dismissed the decla- 
ration as so much propaganda, de- 
signed to win back the Jewish sym- 
pathies lost through Britain's 
alliance with anti-Semitic Russia. 
The Allgemeine Zeitung des Juden- 
tums wrote: “We German Jews 
ought to have no other desire than 
to remain Jews and be Germans. 
Our true homeland is the land of 
Goethe.” On the other hand, Maxi- 
tmailian Harden, the famous publi- 
cist, realized that “for millions of 
poor and hundreds of thousands of 
prosperous Jews, the Balfour an-

nouncement had the serene sound 
of a long-expected Messianic mes- 
sage. The day that witnessed Great 
Britain's decision to stake the whole 
of the Empire’s power in support of 
a Jewish cause, is one that can never 
be blotted out from the world’s 
history.” 


THIS WAS RATHER an overstate- 
ment, for the British cause was by 
no means identified with the Jewish 
one. For one thing, quite a number 
of British Jews were not sympathetic 
toward the Balfour Declaration. 
The only Jewish member of the cab- 
inet, Secretary of State for India 
Edwin Montagu. strongly opposed 
it, and besides, the general situation 
of the Jews in Britain then was such 
as to cast a shadow over the light 
that was lit. It was pleasant enough 
to hear that the declaration was 


born of a “simple and humane in-' - 


stinct of reparation” owed to “the 
dispersed and downtrodden race.” 
But the almost incredible paradox 
was that at this very moment the 
race was made'to pass through a 
great deal of tribulation in the very 
land of the Balfour Declaration. 

On the very day the declaration 
was issued (November 2, 1917), The 
Jewish Chronicle complained of “an 
anti-Semitic campaign sedulously 
conducted by a section of the press 
shamelessly indifferent to the na- 
tional interest.” Already the cam- 
paign had caused outbreaks of vio- 
lence in the East End of London and 
in Leeds, The Board of Deputies set 
up a special committee ‘for dealing 
with constant attacks on the Jews” 
which. said The Jewish Chronicle, 
“would have been impossible in nor- 
mal times.” 

But these were not normal times. 
They were desperate times. The war 
seemed to have reached a stalemate. 
The French army had mutinied, the 
Ttalians were near collapse. Ameri- 
ca had only just begun to take up 
arms. Britain appeared to be facing 
defeat. In this situation (writes a

like the words of Cyrus. who al- 
lowed the captives in Babylon “to 
go up to Jerusalem in Judah to build 
the Temple of the God of Israel.”

THE LAVI PROJECT has been ef- 
fectively shot down.
